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Dr, Margaret Mead charged 
recently that our conception of the 
teacher-pv™il relationship at the 
college and university level is 
‘“‘medieval’’ and recommended 
‘‘salaries’’ for students to make 
them economically independent and 
give them dignity. 

The noted anthropologist and 
educator said, ‘‘The rebellion of 
today’s students forces us to 
realize’’ that they are no longer 
content to accept the traditional 
student role of ‘‘submissive and 
dependent members of the aca- 
demic community,’’ 

“They (the students) object to 
the conditions under which they are 
permitted to become and remain 
students, to the arbitrary control 
of their personal lives and the 
lack of response to their demands 
for changes in the rules about 
what they must learn, how and when 
and from whom,”’ 

Predicting that education is 
certain to become our ‘‘greatest 
social and economic enterprise,”’ 
Dr. Mead said it will be necessary 
to ‘‘design a wholly new kind of 
studentship in new kinds of insti- 
tutional settings. \s long as 
institutions of learning are only 
partly supported by student fees 
and parents must continue to con- 
tribute financially to their 
children’s education, students will 
remain subordinate to the dictates 
of others,”’ 

Dr. Mead said ‘‘we must treat 
everyone at I8 as a young adult 
who has economic, political and 
educational control over his—or 
her—own life. It means the vote 
for 18-year-olds and positive pro- 


visions for students to vote 
wherever they are. It means 
draft reform that will take into 


account essential stages of study 
and work experience, 

‘“‘Above all it means economic 
independence, so that each student, 
equipped with his own funds, will 
be able to make his personal choice

nomic independence of all students 
have been discussed, ‘‘For 
example, we can provide adequate 
salaries for students out of public 
funds, through taxes, exactly as pay 
for other essential services, I 
believe, however, that private 
funds from foundations and indi- 
viduals still will be needed to 
underwrite new, experimental edu- 
cational programs andthe salaries 
of individually innovative students, 


“Young men and women who 
are earning the right to study 
by making responsible use of op- 
portunities are likely tobe serious 
and hard-working. And older men 
and women will feel justified in 
returning to school or entering 
programs of training because of 
the dignity and security of the 
student’s position, 


“We should not ask a man to 
choose between dependency on his 
parents, dependency on his wife 
or the assumption of a heavy bur- 
den of debt in order to attend 
school, Nor should we expect 
wives to forgo education for finan- 
cial reasons, Only wheneducation 
is fully available to all those at 
any time who are ready to make 
a choice will we begin to have 
a free flow of knowledge and a 
balance between responsible 
learning and action,’’ Dr, Mead 
declared.

History 
previously has served as an 
obscure picture of Negroes, 
reating a highly distorted image 
of a once proud and respected 
people. 

Slavery stripped Blacks of all 
human dignity while it planted 
in the heads of their capitalist 


the sophisticated air 
of superiority and class The 
Slave trade and the principle 
ideological concepts concerning 
Blacks that arose from it lack 
substantial cumented, factual 
knowledge, but seem to lend nicely 
to the social stratification system 
in America, based on inequalitie 
and their maintenance, } 
Sociologically speaking, the suc- 
cesses and failures of the Negro 
family play significant roles inthe 


oppressors 
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success and failures of Black 
people as a whole, because the 
family is the basic unit in society 
predisposed with transmitting cu! - 
ture. 


“Woman” image 

Slavery imposed a system of 
matriarchy upon Blacks, took away 
their manhood, making them overly 
dependent upon the women of the 
race. It has been this image of 
Blacks that is contrary to the 
Protestant Ethic and the American 
Dream, 

he male is the head in these 
White, Anglo-Saxon, Protestant, 
middle class myths; whereas, in 
Black situations, the male is dis- 
criminated against, deprived, and 


Jenied virtually all chances of 
ascribing to his full potential. 
‘‘Black Power’s’’ father, the 


ivil rights movement, took upon 
himself the yoke of long-suffering, 
and fought along the lines of ante- 
bellum and human rights, from 
abolition to sit-in. Civil rights 
enjoyec moderate success in the 
form of federal legislation, and 
then died. 

‘Black Power’’ then took up 
the yoke, realizing that redefinition 
and re-evaluation was _ vitally 
needed He first tried to re- 
define his goal to gain a sense of 
direction. He called for re- 
definition of integration and sub- 
sequently rejected integration as 
tokenism and integration as 
assimilation, 

‘‘Black Power’’ is an advocate 
of equality -- the equality which 
has been granted Blacks by the 
legislation of government bodies 
in form of civil rights acts. ‘‘ Black
